John Ogilby, Eſq; Surveyor to King 
King and Lords of his Council, to make a Survey of the chief Roads 
throughout England and Wales. Accordingly with proper Aſſiſtants, he 
employed indefatigable pains and many years in executing the work, and 

afterwards had it engraved on 100 large folio Copper-Plates. This Publi- 
cation was very pompous, but the bulk of it in great meaſure defeated the 


uſefulneſs which might be expected from a work of that kind: it was con- 
| ſulted at home by the curious, whoſe ſhelves were generally furniſhed there- 
with, but the ſize of that edition was too large for a Travelling Companion ; 
whereas it is on the Road, and at baiting places on a Journey, that Tra- 
vellers have the greateſt ſervice from ſuch a performance. 


On this account, the late ingenious Geographer Mr. John Senex, F. R. 8. 
reduced the 100 large plates of Mr. Ogilby into the ſame number of ſmall 


ones. By this means he made the Survey portable for the Pocket, and at 


the ſame time preſerved with great perſpicuity the particulars delineated in 
thoſe larger plates, and likewiſe added — IE as he thought 
convenient. 
| This neat edition of the Roads exhibited by Mr. Senex, has been lately 
reviſed, ſeveral neceſſary 
never before publiſh'd are drawn and added to it. A great number of uſe- 
ful references are now engrav'd, by which the Traveller is directed to the 
Pages where the Roads branch from, or lead into one another. Theſe 
' ferences will aſſiſt him in forming many circuits round the country, and are 
ſo neceſſary in a work of this kind, it is aſtoniſhing that the firſt edition 
by Mr. ns and all the * ones kill now, ſhould have appeared 
without them. 


All the Dire& Roads from London are compriſed in 38 Ma and 


58 plates. Of theſe, the firſt fourteen are Direct Independent Roads, or 
ſuch as are delineated with London at their commencement. 


From plate 32 to 5g are contained the Direct Dependent Roads, or ſuch 
as branch out from ſome of the former at a diſtance from London. The 
courſe of the Road to the place from whence a Dependent Road branches, being 
repreſented in a preceding plate, inſtead of needleſs repetitions, a reference 
is made to the page where the plan of the Road is laid down from London 
to that place. For example, the Road from London to Barnſtable plate 3 2, 
commences at Andover, and refers to the Land's-End Road plate 25, where 
the Road from London to Andover is delineated.

A Dire& Road might ſometimes be further extended into a Crok Road, 

For example, Gloceiter being the direct way from London to Roſs and 
Hereford, the Road to Gloceſter plate 15, might be extended to Hereford 
in plate 78, where the Road is delineated from Gloceſter through Roſs and 
Hereford, as part of the Croſs Road from Gloceſter to Montgomery. So 
the Dire& Road to Shrewſbury plate 53, might be extended to Wrexham in 
the Croſs Road from Shrewſbury to Holywell plate 94. The general Map 
prefixt, helps to diſcover many inſtances of this kind, and of ſome others, 

where the whole Road might be a direct continuation from London, as in plate 
94, from Cheſter to Holywell. Plate 101, from York to Whitby. The 


double line == in the general Map ſhews the Direct Roads and their extenſions. 


The Roads are ranged into the aforementioned three Claſſes, and in each 
of them follow one another in alphabetical order. It is only ina few 
inſtances this method is varied, by intermixing ſome Croſs Roads among the 
Dire& Roads, and the Traveller will find his convenience where this is 
done. Thoſe Croſs Roads always leading from a principal town in the Direct 
Road deſcribed on the ſame plate, to another town of eminence in the neigh- 
bouring country.

The plan of each Road is laid down in ſuch a manner, that the Traveller 
before he begins his ſtage, may have the ſatisfaction of ſeeing in what 
places his journey leads over a plain; where he is to paſs over hills; what

Every meaſured mile is particularly ſet down on the fide of the Road, 
even with the dots by which the meaſured diſtances are terminated, and the 
number of computed miles are inſerted near all the noted cities or towns. 
As from London to Oxford meaſures 55 miles, and its computed diſtance is 
but 47. The direct horizontal diſtance of the town at the end of each Road, 
from the town at the beginning of it, is likewiſe ſet down, and by compar- 
ing it wich the diftance along the Road, the curious will ſee how many miles 
the Road winds in travelling to that place, and how much nearer it lies upon
